Washington.— In accord with a pol- 
icy of absolute neutrality, should the 
Austro-Scrvian crlnlM develop into 
w.ir any atlemiit hv any of the Intei^ 
esitd i.'ow.rr" to purchase American 
wai-.nipii vMjiild be promptly turned 
down by il"' I niled .'^latert. lu tile 
opinion of olllclalii licT. 

It wua pointed out that the rec. ni 
sale of the battleships MlSBlsHippl .mil 
Id. I ho to Greece could in no maunor 
.serve as a precedent for furiher sale 
of ships to any European government. 
Thesa battleships were misfits In the 
American navy and on that aocount 
coogn'ss consented to their sale. 

President Wilson might issue a pro<^ 
laiiiation of neutrality which would 
cl"M il. Hi r, rill Juki what commerce 
would be iierniilted between this coun- 
try and the paiileH of the conflict 
wnicii ICurupeau i hancy'llories fear is 
imminent.

Authority Challenged. 

I'r'on 
again .-nl' riUK the city mid ttie tem- 
pi.!, there came to Jcsii.-. thi' clitef 
priet..iH, Hcribcs and elderH tvho < hal- 
lunged the authority by which ho 
wrought thcMe Ihiuga, undoubtedly re- 
ferring to bis triumphal entry and to 
his deansinc' of the tempi*. Hli 
roplr Is a counter challenge eonoorn- 
ing |ha baptism of John. For at least 
twoiy^ars John had boon dead and 
his voice silent with a probable foi^ 

tfiiln 's.s on the part Of theso men. 
ii'Hl a il.-en a.siliK iniUience Of his m<»8- 
fiage upon lli<':r lives. Yet the Ques- 
tion of .le.sus had projecN d iiower as 
111' brouKhl .lohn buck to ib.'iu with 
tills queslkiii as to liiti authoiity, ' wus 
It from heaven, or of men'.'" That 
there was keen HurcasTn and cold logic 
embodied in hlx (lueutlon Is revealud 
by the recorded uUssiina of hia es»< 
ml'es, w.

EMILIANO ZAPATA, THE REBEL 




l''<iiiiliano Zapata is the leader of 
(ho constitutionalist forces In south- 
ern Mexico. In describing thU mn, 
Francisco Urquldl, a consUtutlonaUst 
agent, the othdr day said: 

"Zapata Is a peon of Meroloa. Ho 
comes from a state In which the Idad 
is held In flee simple by leas than two 
dozen landlords. He worked out In 
the fields with fellow peons. He is 
an niiediicated man, becauso he bad 
no opportunity to get learning. He 
can read and write, but he learned to 
do these lifter ho was twenty one 
year.i old. Me is now thirty-sight 
ye.'irs old and is a wiry, allro-built man 
xllghtly under six feet in height. He 
Is a half-breed, but the Indian Mood 
dooH not Hhow as strong In him aa 
It doua in many of his foBowers. Ho 
Is light-complexioned, oBorgstle, aad 
Ih a dreamer In that he soos things 
they might be and la Bo< 
with them as thoy ara. 

"Zapata stands for tho 
owneraMp of aoma of th* lands th* poon tllla. Be has worketf fir th* Mb 
sugar conpanlos for roar*. During that time h* r*eetved th* leaat possIM* 
p*9E th* oompaniee cmM glv* him and his fellow workers. He did not recelv* 
thfs pay' fn money, bat In orders on the company's store for the simple food 
ho ate aad the cloth to mak* the clothe.i that partly cover his body. For als 
months of the year he worked hard and for tho other six monthn he was 
forced to sit back and ftarve while he waited for another crop of the pugar 
rano so that he could get busy In the fields. HIh condition was tho condlilon 
of the iicoiiH generally. 

"Zapttiliin If an ide.i the pfons think worth llphtlng for. They will not 
bo content until they can ^;"t some of tho land for their own. If Carrani(a 
does as he prtjmlHeu and 1 am . ertain ho will df> no.-the peasants will get 
land for their own. If h - ilo. i I).^t carry out the needed reforms and do It 
promptly he will b.' Kirc. d to imbt Zapnta and the Zapatista. 

'These iii. ii hav.' lieen ilshtli '; for years. They fought Diaz, they fought 
Madero and they fought Kuerta. Their courage Is the courage of despera- 
•tlon. Life is nut sweet to them unless they have certain thinga to make it 
Bwnot. They see that tboy can get those reforms for those of thorn who will 
be lucky enough to llvu through the revolution and for their descendants. 
This is why they light as they have done. 

"The chnrgoB have been made .igainst the ZapatlstR that they do not con- 
duct war In a cIvllUod manner. They are almost nnririll/i .| men, and the 
e.xample set tlieiu by their foea is not such aa would nial;.' them Cf)iidnct war 
vnithmit cruelty. Th.-lr brothers .nnd frlcrds 1ki-,-o nulTered groat »'nieltlps at 
rl.i'ii men when they foil Iuki their hand.s. Tho conser|uenco

This tittle change wns lost sight 
iif ill the more extensive ami'iidmciits to 
the law. The old penalty was a fine 
of $60 to $100 or ten to forty days in 
jail or both. Tlio ainrn lim'iit law 
Axes the penalty at ifUO to $100 Hue 
and twenty to forty days in Jail.
